Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  reported  as  1,005,117.000  pounds 
on  October  1,  1933,  about  192  million  pounds  higher  than  on  July  1,  1938, 
and  about  90  million  pounds  higher  than  the  October  1,  1937 »  stocks.

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  of   all   types  were   reported  as 
153,035,000  pounds  on  October  1,    1938,    compared  with  160,6^3,000  pounds   on 
October  1,    1937*      Total  fire-cured  stocks   were  about   21  million  pounds 
lower  than  on  July  1,    1933.      Virginia  fire-cured,    Type  21,    stocks  were 
reported  as   25,012,000  pounds;    Type   22  as   101,733,000  pounds;    Type   23  as 
30,296,000  pounds;    and  Type   2.4  as  99^,000  pounds  on  October  1,    I938. 

Burley  stocks  were  reported  as   5^5»36l.OOO  pounds  on  October  1, 
1933,    or  76,^02,000  pounds  higher  than  a  year  ago.

Connecticut  Shade   stocks  were   reported  as 
5,630,000  pounds,    and  Georgia  and  Florida  Shade   stocks   as   5,251,000 
pounds.      Of   the   total    shade  tobacco    stocks   reported,    9,539,000  pounds 
are  shown  in  the  A  group   as  being  of  actual    wrapper  quality. 

The  foreign-gro-"n  cigar-leaf    tobacco    stocks    in  the  United  States 
on  October  1,    1933,    consisted  of   6,736,000  pounds   of   Cuba  (Havana)    tobacco; 
2,077,000  pounds   of   Sumatra  and  Java,    and  1,6H6,000  pounds   of  Philippine 
Islands   (Manila).      The   detailed  report   shows   these   stocks    subdivided  into 
wrappers,    fillers,    and  scrap.
